Phone Strike 
Settlement 
Predicted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


leader of some 165,000 striking 
telephone workers has predicted 
that settlement of the week-old 
nationwide walkout may not be 
too far off, 


"There is absolutely no doubt 


in my mind that the Communi- 
cations Workers will have an 
overwhelming win, and in the 
not too distant future," said un- 
ion President Joseph A. Beirne, 


While there have been no for- 


mal wage negotiations since the 
strike began in some 40 states, 
Beirne said Tuesday informal 
talks with the Bell Telephone 
System were continuing. 


Informed sources said nego- 


tiators were apparently trying 
to work out the broad outlines of 
a settlement that could be com- 
pleted later in formal talks. 


In New York, Patrick Mor- 


gan, 
chairman of the union's 


23,000-member unit of telephone 
installers, met in what were de- 
scribed as informal, exploratory 
talks with J. F. Griggsj manag- 
er of Labor relations for Wes- 
tern Electric Co. 


The installers, highest - paid 
telephone workers at an aver- 
age of $3.27 per hour, tradition- 
ally set the pattern for wage in- 
creases in the Bell Telephone 
System, of which Western Elec- 
tric Is a subsidiary. 


Other Bell System workers 


average $2.79 per hour. 


In addition to the installers in 


most states, another 140,000 Bell 
operators, linemen, repairmen, 
clerks and other employes are 
on strike in 15 states where Bell 
contracts have also expired.

11 Negroes deliberated more 
than an hour before deciding 
that Capt. C. R. Graves shot 
Lucious Smith, 51, in self- 
defense.

said Graves shot Smith during 
a struggle after Smith yanked 
open the door of the policeman's 
patrol car and tried to grab his 
service revolver. 


Smith was shot in the chest 


and grazed on the shoulder by 
a bullet and Graves shot himself 
in the hand in the struggle, 
Young said.

Kill 11 in 
Two States

Tornadoes struck small com- 


munities in Kentucky and Ohio 
Tuesday, dealing out death and 
destruction, 
Twisters hit two 


towns in Michigan, causing pro- 
perty damage but no fatalities. 


The death count stood at 11 


with scores injured and hun- 
dreds homeless. There were five 
victims in the Wheelersburg, 
Ohio, area, four in Falmouth, 
Ky., 
and two near Cincinnati. 


Property damage was great at 
Frontier, Mich., but only one in- 
jury was reported. 


"We were going through a 


taste of death right there," re- 
ported Henry Dance, 77, a Fal- 
mouth 
resident 
who was at 


home with his wife. 


"It sounded like a clap of 


thunder," he said, "and then the 
roof began to fall. Holding on to 
each other, we fell down by the 
divan and part of the floor fell 
on us. The Lord saved us, that's 
all." 


A residential area of about six 


square blocks bore the brunt of 
the storm in Falmouth, a com- 
munity of 2,600 in northern Ken- 
tucky. The business section of 
town was largely spared. 


The twister, swirling out of 


thunderstorms Tuesday, struck 
at midafternoon at points near 
the Ohio river. 


"We saw the funnel coming," 


reported Mrs. William Clinger, 
who works at the Falmouth Out- 
look, a weekly newspaper, "All 
of us ran into the basement. 
There was a horrible noise, like 
a train coming. Then it hit." 


Mrs. Lewis Mockbee, 72, said, 


"It just began to blow, then the 
hail came, breaking out win- 
dows. I got down into a corner 
and prayed." The Mockbee 
home was spared, but a garage 
was destroyed. 


Falmouth Mayor Max Gold- 


berg said about one-third of the 
small farming community was 
destroyed. 
He said property 


damage would run between $2 
and $3 million, 


Gov. 
Louie B. Nunn of Ken- 


tucky rushed to the scene of 
devastation. He said quick pre- 
liminary estimates show that at 
least 75 homes "were damaged 
to the extent of $15,000 each." 


The victims were an elderly 


couple and two small children. 
More than 100 injuries were re- 
ported,

Bennett 
Brushes Off 
Past Defeat 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-* Bruce 


Bennett, passing off his defeat 
for re-election for attorney gen- 
eral in 1966 as "a bad year for 
the 'ins,' " announced Tuesday 
his candidacy for the Demo* 
cratic gubernatorial nomination. 


Bennett described the admin- 


istration of Gov. Winthrop Rock- 
efeller 
as 
"an 
expensive 


luxury" 
which 
"disappointed 


and disenchanted" Arkansans 
"can no longer afford." 


"I cannot and will not prom- 


ise a pie in the sky administra- 
tion — everyone cannot have 
everything they want just be- 
cause they want it instantly," 
Bennett said. 


Bennett sought the office once 


before when he was defeated 
with other hopefuls in 1960 by 
former Gov. Orval E. Faubus. 


Bennett was asked why he 


thought voters would support 
him this year when two years 
ago he lost in the Democratic 
primary while seeking re-elec- 
tion as attorney general. 


"I won six out of eight races, 


which is a pretty good track 
record," Bennett said. He in- 
cluded his two successful cani" 
paigns for prosecutor in Union, 
Cola, 
Ouachita 
and 
Cal- 


houn counties and his four 
terms as attorney general. 


"I believe two years ago was 


somewhat of an antivote," he 
said. "It was a bad year for 
the 'ins.' " 


Bennett promised a campaign 


of stumping the entire state be- 
cause he said the only politics 
he knew was "to get out on the 
back roads and see the people." 


"I'm going to see more peo- 


ple than any candidate this 
summer," Bennett said. "The 
so-called kingmsJcers are no 
longer the kingmakers as far as 
delivering any large block of 
votes. They don't do it." 


Bennett was asked about his 


affiliation with the Arkansas 
Loan & Thrift Co. at Fort 
Smith, which has been placed 
in federal 
receivership and 


whose officers face trial this 
summsr on charges filed by the 
state Securities Division. 


Bennett said that his wife had 


held stock in the company, but 
that she sold it "either year be- 
fore last or last spring." He also 
said he never gave the company 
any opinions while he served as 
attorney general 
that would 


have enabled it to operate.

from U.S. advisers in the field 
with evidence of corruption or 
gross incompetence on the part 
of police officials, sources said.

Is, as many of us believe, a 
major cause of today's inflation 
and rising consumer prices, then 
the Government's insistence that 
unlimited spending continue is a 
calculated policy of deceit. 


Constantly more money is put 


into circulation by Government, 
which is both spender and paper- 
money printer — until the people 
wake up and find their money Is 
worthless. 


Additional taxes alone won't 


helpj there has to be a ceiling 
on expenses, too, if the dollar 
— whether the spending-dollar or 
the tax-dollar— is to continue as 
an honest medium of exchange. 


That's my educated guess on 


what Congressman Mills was 
thinking In this week's conference 
with the press.

Men Are Challenging 
Women for Top-paying 
Secretarial Positions

NEW YORK (AP) - "Take a 


letter, Jack." 


That order may become rou- 


tine in tomorrow's business of- 
fice. For, reversing a trend of 
more than half a century, men 
are beginning to challenge wom- 
en for top-paying secretarial 
jobs in industry. 


"Of the nation's 2 
l/2 to 3 mil- 


lion secretaries and typists, 
about 98 per cent are women," 
said Donald Blanchard, Royal 
Typewriter Company executive. 
"But there is no doubt that 
more and more mon are enter- 
ing the field." 


The prospect of male competi- 


tion so far hasn't stirred panic 
in the bosoms of the nation's 
Girl Fridays, who are currently 
celebrating National Secretaries 
Week. The all-gal National Sec- 
retaries Association even has 
generously amended its by-laws 
to admit men to membership. 


The I960 U.S. census listed 


only 41,752 male secretaries and 
11,752 
male 
stenographers. 


That's a more dribble. But in- 
dustry sources agree the num- 
ber lias increased steadily since 
then. 


Why would a man want to be* 


come a secretary? A better 
question is—why not? 


The secretarial "profession1 


is being upgrade 1 all the time. 
It provides indoor work in pleas- 
ant 
surroundings, has many 


fringe benefits, and the pay is 
good—from $5,000 to $10,000 a 
year, 
or even more. 
Many 


young men see the jobs as 
springboards to executive posts. 


And there are plenty of open- 


ings. It is expected that industry 
Will be able to absorb 200,000 
more secretaries annually for 
tlie next decade. 


There is plenty of precedent 


for the aspiring male secretary 
who dreams of success. 


Did you know that President 


Woodrow Wilson, Henry Ford, 


Jolui D. Rockefeller were 


expert stenographers? The late 
Billy 
Rose, 
multimillionaire 


showman, started as a stenogra- 
pher for financier Bernard Bar- 
uch and won national contests 
for his speed at shorthand. Van 
Johnson, the screen star, once 
worked as a stenographer 
for 


stage producers who couldn't af- 
ford a full-time secretary. 


The male secretary has some 


definite advantage in his favor. 


It is easier for him to travel 


with his boss on out-of-town as- 
signments, He generally has 
fewer objections to staying at 
the 
office 
and working late 


hours, 
And— this is a big plus 


with many employers—he is 
less likely to quit his job when 
he gets married, 
unless he 


should happen to wed an heir- 
ess,
